THE  NEW  BIRTH. 

What  is  it  to  be  born  again?  It  is  to  be  raised 
w'iih  Christ  in  newnessof  life.  Having  died  losin, 
the  Chiislian  believer  rises,  as  from  the  dead,  to 
■  he  liberty  and  true  eujoyment  of  Gospel  salvation. 
Receiving  the  ’exceeding  great  and  (trecious  prom¬ 
ises’  of  ilie  Gospel,  the  Christian  disciple,  by  these, 
becomes  a  partaker  of  the  divine  nature,  having 
escaped  the  corruption  that  is  in  the  world  through 
lust.  2  Peter  i.  He  is  thus  dead  unto  sin,  and 
alive  unto  righteousness;  having  ceased  to  do  evil 
through  an  utter  abomination  of  sin,  and  learned  to 
do  well  out  of  a  love  for  goodness,  such  au  one  is 
‘born  again.’  This  is  true  conversion— the  fum- 
ing  together  with  [as  the  etymological  meaning  of 
the  term  conversion  is]  soul,  hotly  and  spirit- the 
WHOLE  MAN— from  the  love  and  practice  of  sin  to 
the  love  and  practice  of  holiness.  Such  a  happy 
convert  to  the  peace  and  truth  of  the  Gospel,  pro¬ 
gresses  in  the  divine  life;  giving  all  diligence,  he 
adtis  to  his  fsith,  virtue,  and  lo  virtue,  knowledge, 
and  to  knowledge,  temperance,  and  to  temperance, 
patience,  and  to  patience,  gmlliness,  and  to  godli¬ 
ness.  brotherly  kindness,  and  to  brotherly  kindness, 
charily.
